'  Ist^Great  discredit  and  injury  having  been 
brought  upon  our  antient  ^pj^honorable  Fraterni- 
ty from  admitting  Members  and  receiving  Candi- 
dates without  due  notice  being  given,  or  enquiry 
made  as  to  their  characters  and  qualifications,  and 
also,  from  the  passing  and  raising  of  Masons  with-

prevent  this  evil  in  future,  the  following  regulsu 
tions  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  strictly  observed. 

No  person  shall  be  initiated,  in  this  Lodge,  with- 
out a  regular  application  in  writing,  stating  his 
name  and  profession,  age  and  place  of  abode,  of 
which  the  Members  are  to  be  notified  in  their  res-
